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WATCHING RUSSIA.| 


Austria and Germany Propose to- Repel 
Invasion. 


sTRENGTHENING EXPOSED POSITIONS 
ON THE FRONTIERS. 


The Czar’s Anger at the Grand Duke— 
Kaiser William’s Proposed Tour—No 
Mediation Wanted in Irelanda Riot 
Quelled With Troope—Events in Eu- 


rope. 


ViewnA, April 8.—The Austrian Govern- 
ment, not being reassured by Russia’s denial 
of unfriendly designs, has already concen- 
trated large bodies of troops at Tarnopol and 
Brody, to watch the Galician frontier. The 
Tenth Corps, under Reinlander, has been re- 
inforced by a portion of the First Corps, and 
prince Waindisch Groetz of the Eleventh, is 
watching the frontier with a 
large force of cavalry. Count 
Hartenau, Foreign Secretary of Prince 
Alexandria of Bulgaria, who is now an officer 
in the Austrian service, has, it is stated, been 
called into consultation at the War Office, 
with the view of utilizing his services in an 
important command. The Austrian authori- 
ties have great confidence in the abilities of 
the Prince, which were proven in the war be- 
tween Servia and Bulgaria. It is said that 
the Austrian Government has important in- 
formation from Russia, which is the basis of 
the warlike precautions. 

GERMANY’S PRECAUTIONS. 

Beri, April 8.—By an understanding 
with Austria Germany has begun to in- 
crease the forces near the Russian frontier 
and to hasten the completion of works in- 
tended to facilitate transportation of troops. 
All indications go to show that a Russian in- 
vyasion would be met by formidable armies, 
whether first directed against Austria or 
Germany or both countries at once. On the 
French side Germany bas a series of fort- 
resses that could not fail to delay invasion 
jong enough to give ample time for the con- 
centration of an army. 

The Kaiser has laid out a personal pro- 
gramme, which apparently does not take 
into account an early declaration of hostili- 
ties. On the 224 he is going to Wurteburg, 
and after spending a few days there he will 
proceed on a visit to Count Goerz, in Upper 
Hesse, to shoot on his estate. The Emperor 
will not, as has been expected, go thence to 
Alsace-Lorraine. If he paysa visit to those 
provinces at all this year it will not be before 
September. Itisto be noted, however, that 
twice as many officials have been detailed as 
during the Kaiser's sporting trip to Silecia 
as messengers to carry any information from 
the Chancellor to the Kaiser during the ab- 
sence of the latter from the capital, State 
secrets not being intrusted either to the post 
or telegraph. 

MASSING ON THE FRONTIER. 

Lonpon, April 8.—The Standard’s St Peters- 
burg and Jasson correspondents continue to 
report activity among the Russian troops, 
great numbers of which are being on 
the Austro-Hungarian frontier. The Jasson 
correspondent gives a detailed account of the 
movement of the troops. 


GERMAN AFFAIRS. 


MINERS DISAPPOINTED—HATRED OF HEBREWS— 
THE HELIGOLANDERS. 

Brumm, April 8.—The German miners are 
represented to be deeply disappointed by the 
results of the Miners’ International Confer- 
ence. Their wages are low and their hours 
long, and they had looked forward to some- 
thing in the interest of the minersin general 
that could not fail to benefit them. The 
movement has failed, owing to the opposi- 
tion of the English delegates to anything in 
the nature of socialism. Mostof the miners 
in Germany are in sympathy with the social- 
istic party, and identify the cause of work- 
ingmen with that of revolution. 

HATRED OF HEBREWS. 
An extraordiny spirit of hatred toward the 
Jews has recently developed in Waldeck, 
where the populace lose no occasion to insult 
the prelates,and prominent Hebrew mer- 
chants are followed through the streets with 
ribald and offensive songs. The trouble is 
said to have been started by a tradesman,not 
a Jew, who sought to secure the expulsion 
of a business rival belonging to the Jewish 
race. 

AROUT HELIGOLAND. 

Heligoland is not to be made another Gib- 
ralter. It will, however, be fortified ona 
small scale, s0 as to be of some use to Ger- 
many in the event of war. The scheme com- 
prises a harbor for torpedo boats, and the 
planting of several batteries of long-range 
guns on the Oberland. A notable feature in 
the German annexation of the island has 
been the increased number of marriages. 
The large influx of new residents to the main 
land is believed to have prompted the swains, 
instead of courting in the slow, old-fashioned 
way, to hasten tothe marriage altar for fear 
that their sweethearts might be tempted to 
leave them. 

NO RUPTURE WITH VILLARD. 

Inquiries made here in relation to the re- 
port circulated in the United States yesterday 
that all the Directors in the Deutsche Bank 
ho are friendly to Villard had been com- 
pelled to resign elicited the information that 
there is no charge pending in the Board of 
Directors and that there is perfect unity 
among the members of the board. There has 
been no rupture whatever with Mr. Villard 
and the position and policy of the bank are 
absolutely unchanged.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


BANQUET TO GEN. FOSTER AT MADRID—ARGEN- 
TINE FINANCES. 

MADRID, April 8.—Premier Canovas del Cas- 
tillo gave a banquet last evening in honor of 
Gen. John W. Foster, the special American 
representative in the negotiations between 
Spain and the United States for a reciprocity 
treaty. Among the guests were the memDers 
of the United States Legation, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and the Minister of the Col- 
onies. 

ARGENTINE FINANCES. 

Buenos Ayres, April 8.—The Argentine 
Cabinet yesterday signed a decree suspend- 
ing until June next the payment of the de- 
posits inthe national and provincial banks, 
and offering depositors the option of taking 
international bonds in exchange for their de- 
posits. The Government proposes a fusion 
of both banks into a concern to be known as 
the Banco de la Republique. 

The Government’s decree was unexpected, 
and it has created a bad impression. 

DENOUNCED AS A TRAITOR. * 

Loxvpox, April 8.—It has been decided by 
the family of the late Prince Napoleon not to 
publish the political part of the Prince’s will, 
which treats his eldest son, Prince Victor, 
with extreme severity. The dead Prince, in 
this document, denounces his son as a traitor 
and a rebel, and commands him not to be 
present at his funeral. 

TROOPS QUELL A RIOT. 

MUNICH, April 8.—News has reached this 
city of a serious riot at Hof, in Upper Fran- 
conta, on the Saale. It appears that a num- 
ber of imported Polacks were engaged in lay- 
inga cable at that place when they were 
fiercely attacked by unemployed Saxon and 
Bavarian workmen. The Poles resisted and 
a desperate struggle ensued. Stones, sticks, 
and in some instances, knives were used by 
both parties. Inthe melee twenty-five men 
were more or less seriously wounded. The 
police were unable to cope with the enraged 
workmen, and it was found necessary to call 
on the troops of the garrison for assistance in 
restoring order. The military responded 
promptly and soon succeeded in quelling the 
disturbance.

A FAREWELL DINNER BY THE DIPLO. 
MATIC CORPS DECLINED. 


Friends Gather at the Depot to Wish the 
Departing Minister Bon Voyage—He 

Has Not Yet Been Officially Recalled— 
Secretary Blaine’s Forthcoming Reply 
to Rudini. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8.—Baron Fava, 
the ‘‘withdrawn’’ Italian Minister to the 
United States, shook the dust of Washington 
from his feet yesterday and departed on the 5 
o’clock train for New York, whence he in- 
tends sailing on Thursday for Italy. The fact 
thatthe Baron wasto leave town yesterday 
was kept secret from all but members of the 
diplomatic corps. The Minister was reported 
in the morning to be i in bed, attended by 
hisjfriend, Dr. Verdi, who has furnished so 
much information to the public about the 
Italian trouble. As late as7o’clock p. m. in- 
quiries at the Baron’s lodgings brought out 
the answer that he was still too ill to leave the 
house, and that it was altogether uncertain 
when he would say good-by to Washington. 
‘Yet at that hour the Baron was reclining in 
a state-room of the limited train, then in the 
neighborhood of Wilmington, Del. 
as the old gentieman was whisked along 
toward New York he held in his hands three 


Dunches of beautiful spring flowers, which 
were handed him atthe Washington station 
by three young society women, who brought 
tears to his spectacled eyes by their expres- 
sions of deep regard, sealed by kisses on his 
wrinkled cheeks. 

DECLINED WITH THANKS. 

Baron Fava imparted on Sunday last his in- 
tention to leave the city yesterday, and the 
diplomatic corps promptly begged him to 
accept the usual compliment of a farewell 
dinner as a mark of their esteem. The Baron, 
however, preferred to maintain the seclusion 
which he has courted since the international 
row ending in his recall began, and so de- 
clined the honor. His intimate friends, how- 
ever, would not permit him to depart with- 
out some evidence of their affection, and so 
a large party went to the depot to say 
good-by and wish him bon voyage. 
Nearly all of the more conspicuous diplomats 
were in the station, including Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, accompanied by his wife and 
daughter, Count Arco Valley of Germany, 
Chevelier Tavera of Australia, Senor Romero 
of Mexico, Dr. Guzman of Nicaraguaand M. 
Roustan of France, besides less distinguished 
foreigners, inclu g several secretaries and 
attaches. It was apparently a very gay 
party, although all hearts were supposed to 
be filled with sorrow atthe approaching loss 
oftheir friend. The three young American 
women who presented the flowers to the 
Baron made up in volubility for the absence 
oftheir fair sisters. When the agitation of 
the Baron caused by the flowers and kisses 
brought tears, the gentlemen present all 
raised their hats in appreciation of the ten- 
der and pretty scene. 

GOOD-BYE BARON. 

As the train pulled out the Baron made a 
striking picture standing onthe platform, 
his arms filled with flowers, his hat at his feet 
and his white head bobbing good-by to his 


+ friends. His fellow passengers and the large 


crowd which had gathered at the gates were 
highly entertained and some of them at- 
tempted to get up a cheer as the train passed 
out of sight and the party of chattering for- 
eignersjand Americans returned to their car- 
riages. Itis still said by the Baron’s friends, 
and the point is conceded at the State Depart- 
ment, that he has not been officially recalled, 
but that he has simply withdrawn on leave. 
The practical effect, however, is that he 
has gone and he is not likely to re- 
turn as Minister from Italy. The State 
Department officials still profess ignorance 
as to when Secretary Blaine's reply tothe 
pacific dispatch of Premier Rudini is to be 
made public, although it is hinted that the 
document may be ready to-day... There is a 
rumor that the full text of the Premier’s dis- 
patch is much less indicative of an humble 
spirit than was the synopsis published last 
week, and Mr. Blame is therefore finding 
more difficulty than he expected in framing a 
reply that will exactly fit the case and allow 
him to continue to be master of the situation, 


ARRIVAL AT NEW YORK. 

New Tonk, April 8.—Baron Fava arrived 
without accident and crossed from Jersey 
City by the Des Brosses street ferry. He 
went to Victoria Hotel, but did not register. 
At his request the clerKs declined to send 
cards to him and even said that he was not 
there. It may be that he is still ill. His 
bearing certainly indicated considerable de- 
pression. He has a suite of several rooms 
which he will retain until Saturday when he 
will sail probably by the French steamer. 

The Baron spentagquiet morning and re- 
fused to see visitors, Oonsul-General Riva 
called at 10 o’clockto-day and sent up 
his card. The Baron refused to see the Con- 
sul-General at first, but he finally consented 
toadmit him to the room. They talked for 
some time and when Riva came away he re 
fused to be interviewed. 


THE NEW ORLEANS INVESTIGATION. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 8.—The Grand- 
jury met again yesterdayand actively en- 
tered upon the investigation of the lynching 
ofthe eleven Italians inthe parish prison.

PHINEAS T. BARNUM, 
— — 
Death ot the 


| Showman—Chief In- 
cidents in His Remarkable Life. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April8.—At 6:30 o’clock 
yesterday even Phineas Taylor Barnum 
breathed his last an iliness of twenty- 
one weeks. When he saw the approach of 
death yesterday and felt the doctors could 
not prolong his stay on earth he dismissed 
them and spent the waiting hoursof the 
afternoon and evening listening to the talk of 
his family and spiritual counselor. He said 
he was prepared and not afraid to die. As he 
grew weaker he answered questions by lift- 
ing his eyes gad smiling. Though 
81 years of age his frame 
was still vigorous Dat when the dissolution 
begun, wasted away rapidly and from 10 
o’clock in the Morning when he began sink- 
ing his pulse went steadily down until he 
died at 6:30 o’clock.. His death was peaceful 
and quiet and in the midst of a loving family 
who were at ‘bedside. The funeral will 
take place at ntain Grove Cemetery in 
the western of the city where he had 
erected a hanasome monument on the fam- 
ily lot. Rev. L. B. Fisher, pastor of the 
Universalist Church, which the old showman 
attended regularly, will perform the last 
rites. 

Mr. Barnum leaves the bulk of his prop- 
erty to his gran@son, Barnum Seelay, but 
has provided amply from his immense fort- 
une for his wife, @@ughters and other rela- 
tives. 


Phineas Taylor Barnum was born in Bethel, 
Conn., July 5, 1810. His father’s supply of the 
world’s goods was small, and at the age of 13 
Phineas concluded to hustle for himself and 
spent five years in New York City and Brook- 
lyn. He came Dack to Bethel at 
the age of 18 and entered business on 
a small scale. He was successful 
for a time, but finally went under completely. 
After his marriage in 1829 he went into the 
newspaper business. He created a sensation 
by his way of conducting the sheet and 
wound up his career by spending sixty days 
in prison for libel. He returned to New York 
and started in the show business. A negro 
woman advertised as being a slave and nurse 
of George Washington he procured, and after 
advertising her extensively put her on exhi- 
bition in New York City. The weekly receipts 
for overa year run up into the hundreds. 
Finally the old women died and Barnum then 
travelled through the South with several 
shows. In 1848 he rted the famous mu- 
seum in New r ‘ily, which bore his name, 
and also about th time hiovght out Charles 
S. Stratton, otherwise: known as Tom 
Thumb.“ In 1819 he brought Jenny Lind 
over to this country, paying her $1,000 per 
concert, the receipts for ninety-five concerts 
were $712,161. In 1883 he started in to build 
up East Bridgeport, Conn. He made 
miles of streets and pavements. It is now 
consolidated with the city of Bridgeport, 
Conn., proper and which has been the head- 
quarters of the Barnum show ever since its 
existence. In his eagerness to get several 
large manufacturing concerns to locate at 
Bridgeport he became involved in financial 
dificulties, but he overcame them and laid 
the foundation for more millions which have 
been piling up since then. He has been a 
member of the Connecticut Legislature, 
Mayor of Bridgeport, and has filled several 
importantand honorable positions; he has 
always been a staunch Republican in politics, 


EXTENDING Sr. LOUIS TERRITORY. 


The First Shipment by Way of the Muscle 
Shoal) Canal. 

This morning W. 8. Carleton of Chat- 
tanooga arrived in the city, and is at the 
Lindell. ‘‘I came to St. Louis to receive 
some cotton that is on the wayto this city 
via the Tennesse River and the Muscle Shoal 
Canal, said Mr. Carleton. This will be the 
first shipment ever made to this city from 
northern Alabama, but it is the forerunner 
ofan immense trade that is certain to flow 
into thiscity. Heretofore the farmers of north- 
ern Alabama and southeastern Tennesse have 
been compelled to buy and sell in Memphis. 
The shoals prevented the river from being 
used asa means of transportation, and we 
had no rail line available to St. Louis. The 
consequence has been that the farmers of the 
section lying beyond the muscle shoals have 
been obliged to content themselves with 
very small profits, and farming lands have 
been low in price. The charges for freight 
have been exceedingly high and have pre- 
vented farmers making any considerable 
profit, althogh the land is remarkably fer- 
tile. But with the opening of the canal 
aA new era has commenced, and we 
can sell and buy in St. Louis 
in future. We can now load our cotton on 
barges and bring it to St. Lonis ata much less 
cost thanit can be taken to Memphis, al- 
though that city hasthe advantage in point 
of distance. A friend of mine who has seven- 
ty bales onthe way has saved the price of 
four bales on freight alone, not to speak of 
the better price thatcan be obtained in this 
city. We have already placed one steamer 
on the Une, the Herbert, and 
at least three more will be 
soon engaged in the traffic between St. Louis 
and points on the Upper Tennessee, The 
Herbert will arrive here with four barges,and 
contracts have already been made which will 
give her a full ladingon der return. All the 
money, or nearly ali, that is obtained from 
the sale ofthe cotton, will be spent here for 
supplies. Our country merchants have been 
waiting until the new line was opened to buy 
their supplies, as St. Louis isa much better 
and cheaper market than Memphis, and now 
has the additional advantage of lower freight 
rates. Asan instance of what the canal has 
done for us the fact may be mentioned that 
the value of farms along the upper Tennessee 
bas increased fully 50 per cent during the last 
six months.

TALAHASSEE, Fla., April8.—The Senate and 
House organized at noon yesterday by the 
election of the officers nominated in the Dem- 
ocratic caucus last night.

He recommends radical changes inthe jury 
laws so as to make convictions for murder 
more speedy and sure; a liberal appropria 
tion for the World's Fair; the assessment of 
property at its full market value; a liberal 
appropriation for inducing emigrants; a con- 
tinued support of the State’s policy for the 
prevention of infectious diseases, and the 
creation ofa State Board of Phosphate Com- 
missioners and of a new office of Phosphate 
Inspector. 

A Democratic caucus will probably be called 
ina few days on the Senatorial question. If 
the caucus is called the rules will require a 
two-thirds vote in making nominations. 
Senator Call’s supporters are ina large ma- 
jority, but the opposition claim that hecan’t 
secure a two-thirds vote in joint caucus. 
Some of Mr. Call’s supporters prefer that no 
caucus be called, thus throwing the election 
into the Legislature direct, where a majority 
of both Houses would elect. Senator R. F. 
Rogers, President of the State Farmers’ Al- 
lance, is working hard to get an Allinnce 
caucus called for the purpose of passing an 
anti-Call resolution. The Call men in the 
Alliance are opposing him vigorously. 


STATE LEGISLATION, 


WORK RESUMED AT SPRINGFIELD—WHAT WAS 
DONE IN COLORADO. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 8.—Four members 
of the sub-committee of the Housé Commit- 
tee on Education commenced the work yes- 
terday of drafting a bill to provide for a uni- 
form system of text-books for public schools. 
The bill which they will report will probably 
provide for the establishment of a board to 
consist of the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and one member fr sach judl- 
cial circuit to be elected by popu vote.

The bill has similar 
provisions and again throws safeguards 
about the appropriation, the letting of con- 
tracts and all that sort of thing. 

Of Capt. Farrell’s bills, one of them com- 
pels sleeping car companies to place safes in 
each coach and the other is an antipolution 
of Stream’s measure.

THE MILLERS’ COMBINE. 


Effect of the Purchase of Minneapolis Con- 
cerns by British Capital. 

New Tom, April 8.—Oharles A. Pillsbury 
of Minneapolis, Manager of the Pilisbury- 
Washburn Oo., which makes flour in mills 
purchased a year and a halt ago by a British 
syndicate, was at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 


yesterday. 

**What is the effect of the purchuse by for- 
eign capital of American industries?’’ a re- 
porter asked him. 

It simply turns loose in this country a 
quantity of capital,’* Mr. Pillsbury said. ‘‘It 
makes no change in the conditions of the in- 
dustries, for of necessity the management of 
the concerns purchased remains with 
Americans. British money is just as good as 
American, but they cannot send men here to 
do the business as well.“ 

Mm such purchases tend to the importa- 
tion of foreign labor?’’ 

Not at all. In the mills the British bought 
in Minneapolis the employes remain the same 
to a man. Not one o them would know the 
transfer had been made if he had not seen 
the news in the papers. We made no changes 
in the office forceand the system of profit- 
sharing with the men which had been in our 
employ a given time is carried on just the 
same as before. 

There was talk when the mills were pur- 
chased by the British that they would obtain 
a monopoly of the four making in this coun- 
try. Thatisan impossibility. The English 
have simply invested $8,000,000 in mills that 
make perhaps 14,000 barrels of flour a day. 


That is a small fraction of the output of the 


country, and any talk that the syndicate 
could control or manipulate is wide. There 
are four mills in so many parts Of the country 
to be conducted under different conditions, 
and using wheat from different markets that 
it would be impossible for any concern to 
monopolize the business.’’ ;

CHICAGO COAL EXCHANGE. 


Plans to Dispose of Surplus Stooks in the 
Hands of Dealers. 

CHICAGO, III., April 8.—A Coal Exchange 1s 
to be organized in Chicago soon, which is to 
be to the coal business what the Board of 
Trade is to the grain business of the city. 

The exchange is not jdesigned to establish 
prices, but to furnisha market. Thereare 
surplus stocks of coal frequently in the hands 
of dealers who have not the dock room or 
other facilities for storing them. During the 
period between the closing of navi- 
gation and its opening the next 
season, individual shippers who 
have not the adequate storage capacity fre- 
quently have a great deal of coal in transit to 
supply the anticipated wants of customers in 
the city and country. It consequently hap- 
pens that there ig Mable at any time tobe a 
surplus in their hands, and this surplus must 
be taken care of. The rules of the railroad 
companies compel the unloading of cars 
within twenty-four to thirty-six hours. If 
the consignees have not a place to store 
the coal it ig thrown on the market 
to avoid the demurrage charges, 
This tends to unsettle the market. The idea 
ofthe exchange to furnish headquarters for 
shippers and jobbers to dispose of their 
coal and aregularly established exchange 
will, itis thought, enable the surplus product 
on hand at any time to be taken care of and 
distributed in such a way as to hold the 
market. The exchange is to be styled the 
Chicago Coal Board.

The opening performance of Men and 
Women,’’ by Charles Frohman’s company, 
is drawing large and exceptionally fine 
audiences to the Grand Opera-house. 

The play, the company and the production 
have been heralded as of extraordinary merit 
and as having scored remarkable success, 
and therefore expectation has been high. It 18 
sefe to say that there is no disappointment 
with respect of two of these particulars and 
perhaps the third may be put down as fairly 
meeting the claims made for it from a popu- 
lar standpoint. | 

The play cannot be regarded as satisfying 
high demand in all pots. It bears the 
brand of the dramatic workshop of DeMille 
and Belasco and 2 the weaknesses usu- 
ally found in their works. It shows the im- 
press of having been adapted cleverly to 
popular taste and pf having been built up 
with the skillof the stage manager and of 
the ingenious contriver of incidents and situ- 
ations, rather than that of the thinker 
and the strong dramatist. It has 
several bold points. It introduces 
a Hebrew banker of high character and 
standing as finding his social connections 
and seeking his wife among the Gentiles. 
The point of novelty in this lies in the fact 
that it is treated aga commonplace incident, 
and there is not the slightest suggestion of 
racial differences, except in the matter of the 
picture of Christ in the banker’s home, the 
whole treatment of which must be regarded as 
theatrical ciaptrap. Another unusual point in 
the play is the prominence it gives tothe 
question of purely moral responsibility, 
which, however, is regarded from the con- 
ventional religioug standpoint, and also in- 
volves some claptrap and sentimental gush 
which, however, may be regarded as allow- 
able in view of the effect obtained, The plot 
is complicated, but in two scenes at least is 
concentrated into strong situations, one of 
them being exceptionally intense. This is the 
scene in which William Prescott assumes the 
responsibility fora robbery by slipping the 
handcuffs intended for his falsely accused 
friend upon his own wrists. 

The story of the play is sufficiently inter- 
esting andthe construction is clever, while 
comedy scenes are ingeniously intertwined 
with the serious situations. Much of the 
comedy is exceedingly frivolous, verging at 
times upon imbecilic silliness, but it serves 
its purposes and is relieved here and there by 
genuine brightness.Of the strength of the play 
in parts and of its general wholesomeness 
and entertaining qualities there can be no 
question. 

For the company and the production noth- 
ing but praise can be written. The perform 
ance is harmoniously and evenly strong and 
artistic and the production is admirable in all 
points. It would be dificult toindicate one 
bad point in the cast and the work 16 so 
uniformly good that the weaknesses of the 
play are redeemed. It isnot discriminating 
against others with less and different work to 
mention Sidney Ormstrong as Agnes Rodman, 
Wm. Morris as William Prescott, Frank Mor- 
daunt as Stephen Rodman, stronger perhaps 
in sustained character than any, and Maude 
Adams as deserving of especial praise for 
serious work and M. A. Kennedy, J. C. Buck 
stone, Odette Tyler and Etta Hawkins as 
exceptionally bright in comedy. De Belle- 
vile, Orrin Johnson, Leslie Allen, R. A.

The Pullman Palace Car Co. Makes a} 


AN ENTIRE CITY BLOCK IN THE MILL 
CREEK VALLEY TO BE IMPROVED. 


| 


The Pullman Shops Will Be Rebuilt and 
Enlarged on the New Site, Which Is 
Four Times Larger the Former 
Location — They Will — Fully 
1,000 Men. 


The Pullman Palace 83 has closed ne- 
gotiations for the purchase of an extensive 
new manufacturing site and deeds tothe 
property, bought in the name of John M. 
Clark, have been filed for record. 

In securing the amount of ground required 
to restablish the enterprise in this city four 
different interests were bought out, 
representing in the aggregate a 
purchase of $148,000, and the probabilities 

re that the company wili buy more property 

the immediate vicinity, as the growing 
importance of its business at this point de- 
mands works of many times greater capacity 
than the place lately destroyed by fire. At 
the old site on Twenty-second and Randolph 
streets the company had a frontage of 430 
feet, about half of which was used for car 
building and the remainder for machinery 
purposes. With the destruction of the 


buildings on that site an ~attempt 
was made to purchase the whole 
of the remaining portion of the block, 


but it is said that project has failed owing to 
the recent sale of a part of the desired realty 
toa party who holds the key to the situation, 
and who refused to sell unless he was paida 
fabulous price. Other places which the Pull- 
man company had been looking at with a 
view to buying were the ton Compress 

property west of Grand avenue, near Chou- 
teau, the old Stocking Base Ball Park on 
Compton avenue, close to the tracks in the 
Mill Creek Valley, the in property on 
Theresa avenue, near the Missouri Pacific 
Railway tracks, and also ground owned by 
Walter Taylor, situated between the Pacific 
and Frisco Railways beyond Grand avenue, 
where the old stock yards used to be located. 

WHERE THE PROPERTY LIES. 

The new location embrates the whole of 
city block No. 2652, bounded by Scott avenue 
on the south, Bernard street on the north, 
Cardinal avenue on the west and Montrose on 
the east. Only one narrow block intervenes 
between this property and the north side of 
railway tracks in the MillCreek valley. Two- 
thirds of the next block north of Bernard 
street, with a frontage on Cardinal avenue was 
also bought. This gives the company a front- 
age of two blocks on the east line of Cardinal 
avenue extending from Scott avenue on the 
south to Adams street on the north—an area 
about four times greater than was contained 
in the old place. 

Block 2652, between Scott, Bernard, Oardl- 
nal and Montrose, was bought for $100,000 
from Mrs. Adelaide W. Barnett, one of the 
Wiggins heirs, wife of W. H, Barnett, who Is 
reported to have purchased the ground for 
$25,000 only afew years ago. This transac- 
tion illustrates the enhancifig value of realty 
in that locality, where the demand for man- 
ufacturing sites, stimulated by the recent de- 
velopment in railway terminals, has trebled 
prices within the past few months. The 
Barnett block, omiting the dividing alleys, 
has a frontage of 845 feet on Scott avenue and 
170 on Cardinal avenue. In city black No. 


2.558, the Pullman Co. bought the whole Car- 


dinal avenue frontage of 225 feet by a depth 
of 125 to the alley, from the Manufacturers’ 
Real Estate Co., for $25,000. Joining the alley 
on the east thereisa plat of 165x120 feet at 
the northwest corner of Bernard street and 
Montrose avenue. This ground belonged to 
Uriah Raub. It was bought for $12,000 and an 
additional sixty feet in the same block, No. 
2,658, fronting on Bernard street, was pur- 
chased from Margaret Manning. 

THE DEAL CLOSED. 

This deal has been pending for more than a 
month past. It was practically closed last 
week, as intimated in the Post-DIsPpaTcu, 
when Mr. Pullman was hereand went all over 
the property, when he decided that it was 
best adapted to his purpose of any ground 
that he could buy in the city. Parties who 
profess to know a good deal about this enter- 
prise say thatthe Pullmans contemplate the 
employment of 1,000 hands at their new plant, 
and that it will be bullt ready for operation 
with little delay as possible.

The first auction bill of the season has made 
its appearance, April 18 being the date named 
when Florida & Co. have announced that they 
will sell the well-known John O'Day farm on 
the Manchester road in parcels of two to five 
acres to the highest bidder.

~-CRIMINAL NEWS. 


WHEELING, W. Va., April 8.—Miss Amy 
Morgan, daughter of a Wheeling banker, left 
a young man who accompanied her home 
from church at the gate Sunday night. As 
she entered the house she discovered she had 
dropped a letter and went back after it. She 
was Seized at the gate by two masked men 
who thrust her into a closed carriage and 
drove all night. At daylight the girl, who 
was blindfolded, heard one of the men 
pountiing at the door of a house. He came 
back and said: We are here. The game is 
up.“ The two held a consultation as to 
whether to kill the girlor let her go. They 
decided to let her go. The girl ran and 
walked ten miles and then struck a rail- 
road at Kilrey, sixteen miles from Belaire 
and twenty-five miles from home. She got 
back yesterday exhausted. 


BAKER LOCATED IN CURA. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 7.—John R. Baker, Jr., 
who forged powers of attorney for $1,000,000 
of his grandfather’s estate and then fled from 
the city, has been located in Cuba,and has 
made an assignment of his property in 
Chester County and all other effects for the 
benefit of the estates which he robbed. The 
assignment is now held by one of the at- 
torneys for the estate in this city and will 
probably be filed in the office 
of the Recorder of Deeds with- 
in a few days. There was considerable 
surprise expressed by some of Baker’s cred- 
itors when told thatthe assignment made by 
Baker was simply for the benefit of the 
estates. As nearly all of his creditors hold as 
collateral for the loans made to Baker some 
of the securities of the Baker estate, trans- 
ferred to them by a power of attorney, 
they willtry to recoverinthe courts. The 
counsel for the Baker estate assert that these 
powers of attorney are fraudulent, while the 
holders contend that they are genuine, as 
John R. Baker, Jr., was the authorized at- 
torney for the estate of Charles F. Baker, and 
therefore had full power to transfer the 
securities. 


ALL ABOUT A NICKEL. 
CHICAGO, III., April 8.—Thomas Leonard, the 
proprietor ofa shooting gallery, was stabbed 
and fatally injured last night in a dispute 
over a nickel. His assailant, an unknown 
man, made his escape and has not yet been 
captured. The man after firing several shots 
at a target, then argued with Leonard, the 
proprietor, over the payment of his fun. The 
dtspute was only over a nickel, but Leonard 
followed the man out onto the street and at- 
tempted to force the paymentof the 5 cents 
due dy string him in the face. The un- 
known then pulled a knife from his pocket 
aud plunged the keen blade into Leonard’s 
neck, producing a fatal wound, 


A CASHIER MISSIRG. 

LEaD Orrr, S. D., April 8.—Sunday the cash - 
ler of the Hill City Bank drove out of town in 
Ve buggy and took an east-bound train. Since 

then the money, the books and the cashier 
have been missing and the bank is closed. 
President T. T. Garlock was sent for, and on 
opening the vaults he found them empty. He 
could make no investigation of the cashier’s 
accounts, as the books were gone, and he 
returned home to Custer, saying the bank 
would be opened in a few days. 


THE PEAKE DEFALCATION. 

KANSAS CITY, April 8.—Horace McKim, who 
was chief clerk under Treasurer Peake, yes- 
terday told what he knew about the $28,000 
embezzlement. He said that Peake had bor- 
rowed the city’s funds to tide over a business 
concern and had also taken $3,500 to cover up 
a shortage in the funds ot the Central Pres- 
byterian Church of which he was treasurer. 
Mr. McKim made the statement to clear him- 
self and his fellow clerks from charges made 
against him. 


THE KINCAID TRIAL. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 8.—In the Kincaid 
trial this morning District Attorney Cole 
consumed the time to recess with his argu- 
ment. The court will reassemble at 1:30 p. 
m., and it is expected that the case will be 
given to the jury about 8 o’clock this after- 
noon,

THE ADMINISTRATION HAS NOTHING TO 
GAIN BY THE CONFERENCE. 


* 

A Probable Outcome of the Misunder- 

standing—Why Senator Edmunds Re- 

signed — Smokeless Powder peri- 

ments—Illness of Gens. Rosecrans and 
Spinola—Oapital Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8.—There will be 
no reciprocity with Canada during the pres- 
ent Administration. That much is certain, 
and the certainty of it is appreciated as well 
by one side asthe other. Last Thursday Mr. 
Blaine told Sir Charles Tupper that he was 
ready toopen an informal discussion of the 
matter with Sir Charles or his colleagues. 
The three gentlemen promptly appeared at 


the appointed time, only to hear 
that the President had laid an 
interdict on any present consideration 


of the subject, either formal or informal. 
The action of the President was based on the 
consideration that as there was not the re- 
motest chance of areal agreement nothing 
was to be gained by the administration of the 
country by carrying on the semblance of 
negotiations. Apart from his own reasons 
for not letting down the McKinley barriers 
against the introduction hereof Canadian 
live-stock and farm and dairy produce, the 
President had excellent grounds for believing 
that the Senate would not ratify any sucha 
reciprocity treaty with Canada. As soon 
therefore as he learned that Mr. Blaine had 
agreedto enterupon the discussion of the 
basis ofa treaty he put a eto on the whole 
business and left Mr. Blaine to invent what- 
ever explanation he deemed proper for post- 
poning the affair indefinitely. 

Blaine’s friends are of the opinion that Mc- 
Kinley had considerable to do with the break 
between the Secretary of State and Harrri- 
son. The solution at present offered ot the 
misunderstanding is that Blame will resign 
and announce himself as a candidate of the 
Republican party. 


SMOKELESS POWDER. 


CONTRACT FOR ITS MANUFACTURE LET BY THE 
NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8.—The Navy De- 
partment has made ‘arrangements with the 
Dupont Powder Co. forthe establishment of 
a plant for the manufacture of gun cotton 
and smokeless powder. Heretofore all the 
gun cotton used has been made at the New- 
port torpedo station, and experiments with 
smokeless powder have also been made there. 
The facilities at Newport are not sufficient, 
however, for the growing needs of the 
service. No smokeless powder has yet been 
definitely adopted, although the Ordnance 
Bureau has conducted experiments 
with all the foreign and Ameri- 
can powders that have given any promise 
of success. Thus far no smokeless powder 
has been a complete success, possessing, be- 
sides smokelessness, the qualities which 
characterize the best gun powders, progres- 
sive rate of burning, complete combustion 
within the gun, uniformity of action and the 
minimum interior pressure with the maxi- 
mum outer velocity. The most frequent 
failures have been lack Of stability and com- 
plete homogenity. Such a measure of suc- 
cess has been obtained, however, asto war- 
rant confidence in the belief that a perfectly 
satisfactory powder will soon be produced. 

SPINOLA AND ROSECRANS. 

Gen. Spinola’s condition this morning 
caused more apprehension than at any time 
since his illness. The consultation held this 
morning was very discouraging. The physi- 
cians have succeeded in reducing the fever 
but the General is now in an extreme state of 
exhaustion and the physicians fearhe has 
not enough vitality to recover. 

Gen Rosecrans is confined to his room with 
symptoms of pneumonia. 

INVENTORS’ CONGRESS. 

To-day a representative assemblage of in- 
ventors, scientists, patent lawyers and dis- 
tinguished officials of the Government serv- 


fice met at the Academy of Music in 
this city to commemorate the begin- 
ning of the second century of the 


American patent system. On the stage 
were seated Thomas A. Edison, Dr. Gatling, 
the inventor of the famous machine gun; 
George Westinghouse, Jr., of Pittsburg; R. 
Pope, the Canadian Deputy Commissioner of 
Patents; Commissioner Mitchell of the Patent 
Office, Senator Piatt of Connecticut, Com- 
missioner Wright of the Bureau of La bor and 
others. President Harrison presided, 
GEN. RUGER TRANSFERRED. 

The War Department to-day sent an order 
to Gen. Ruger commanding the department 
of Dakota, assigning himto the command of 
the division of the Pacific, with 
headquarters at San Francisco. Gen, 
Ruger is to assume command of the Division 
by the 20th inst., on which date Gen. Gibbon, 
the present Commander, retires. Nothing 
has yet been done by the War Department in 
the matter of the selection of a successor or 
to Gen. Ruger as Commander of the Depart- 
ment of Dakota. 


EDMUNDS’ RESIGNATION, 


THE SENATOR ASSIGNS THE REASON FOR HIS 
RETIREMENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 8.—Senator Ed- 
munds was asked last night for a statement 
of the reasons for his resignation as United 
States Senator, which was forwarded to the 
Governor of Vermont yesterday. ‘‘I have 
resigned,’’ said he, ‘‘from personal consid- 
erations solely. It is a pure matter of health. 
lcannot live in Washington during the win- 
ter. I suffer from throat trouble, and the 
climate is too severe. I hold that a Senator 
should attend to his duties, and if I cannot 
remain in Washington constantly I prefer to 
resign. I shall spenq the winters in Aiken, 
8. O., visiting Washington occasionally to at- 
tend the sessions of the Supreme Court when 
Ihave business before it. 

Gov. Page, yesterday, upon receiving 
Senator Edmun ds’ resignation sent a reply to 
Mr. Edmunds, expressing sincere regret at 
his action in behalf of himself and the people 
of Vermont, and assuring him that in sever- 
ing his official relations to the State he does 
so enjoying the full measure of gratitude, 
respect and affection to which his long and 
eminently distinguished services entitle him.

The Talmage Definition Not Accepted by 
Judge Withrow. 

Most of the time of the court in room No. 8 
this morning was taken up in hearing the 
divorce suit of Lucy vs. Thomas Murray.

GONE WITH A HAN DSOMER MAN. 


Mrs. Levi Leaves Her Husband for R. 
Robinski, a Peddler. 

Mrs. Abraham Levi, a married woman liv- 
ing at 714 Wash street, is missing, and with 
her disappearance must also be recorded that 
ot a young peddier named R. Robinski and 
Mr. Levi's furniture. The story came out 
this morning by Levi appearing in Justice 
Manning’s courtand having issued a writ of 
replevin tor the furniture, which he supposes 
has been sold to some second-hand dealer.

Since the return of the husband and his dis- 
covery of the elopement the neighbors have 
been telling bad stories on Mrs. Levi and her 
lover, who is described as an exceptionally 
good-looking young man, with high forehead 
and strong-cut features, while his paramour 
is anything but lovely. A short time ago Mrs. 
Levi and Robinski took a trip of three days 
together during the absence of the husband, 
and when they returned made no effort to 
hide from their neighbors their loving dem- 
onstrations.
